Reform and Apathy. 


We have deplored the lack of a sound 
public opinion so often that readers may 
have grown weary of the theme ; but surely 
our insistence is justified by the case of 
the new Licensing Bill. This is the first 
measure of social reform which has been 
introduced in the Parliament of a self. 
governing Ireland. It proposes, in a quite 
modest fashion, to check some of the worst 
abuses of the drink traffic. Everybody 
admits that excessive drinking is the 
cause of most of Ireland’s crime, misery 
and backwardness, If the Licensing Bill 
is passed, the hours for the sale of drink 
will be curtailed; the manufacture and 
sale of poteen will be a penal offence ; 
trafic in intoxicants will be forbidden in 
premises which women and children 
frequent for the purchase of household 
goods; there will be a tightening of the 
general administration of the law, which 
now is notoriously lax. In a word, from 
the standpoint. of national health, pros- 
perity and morals, this is the most valu- 
able Bill that has come before the Dail. 
The drink trade, however, dislikes it and 
is straining every nerve to secure its rejec- 
tion or at least to make it worthless as a 
measure of reform; and the drink trade 
still has a far-reaching influence in Irish 
politics. An active canvass has been con- 
ducted among the members of the Dail. 
It is rumoured that, under the trade’s 
pressure, whole parties have been swung 
}into opposition and that the Government 
is threatened with a crisis. The second 
reading of the Bill wil] be taken in the 
present week, and we learn that it stands 
in actual danger of ‘defeat. 

There must be in the Free State 
hundreds of thousands of patriotic citizens 
who desire earnestly that the Licensing 
Bill shall become law. Its operation 
would foster the amenities of their daily 
lives, would substitute decency for squalor, 
would safeguard their children from the 
crowding temptations of an unrestricted 
drink traffic. All the Churches are in 
constant war against the perils and abuses 
of this traffic. It is denounced regularly 
by Synods of the Church of Ireland. In 
their recent pastorals the Roman Catholic 
Hierarchy lamented unanimously the 
awful results of strong drink on the 
spiritual and social welfare of their flocks. 
Every large employer of labour in the Free 
‘State knows that his profits are reduced 
by the effect of drunkenness on the health 
and efficiency of his workers. What are 
all these influences doing to save the 
Government's Bill? What is the Irish 
Press doing to create a moral atmosphere 
which will encourage Dail and Senate to 
fulfil their duty to the people and to resist 
the formidable pressure of the Bill’s well- 
‘organised énemies? Now that this vital 
issue has been brought to a true test, the 
Churches are quite inactive: as John 
Kells Ingram said at the time of Majuba— 


“‘ Religion, unregardful, keeps her cell.” . 
So far as we are aware, no public meeting 


in support of the Bill has been held under 
the auspices of any Church. No Chamber 
of Commerce has endorsed it as a measure 
of good morality and good business. 'The 
‘Press has remained silent. There is. no 
evidence that, any official organisation or

Greater. Dublin. 


The decision of the Minister for Local 
Government and Health to appoint a 
Commission of Inquiry into the proposals 
for a Greater Dublin will be welcomed 
by a. majority of the citizens. Mr. 
Burke. received a deputation from the 
Greater Dublin Reconstruction Movement 
at Government Buildings yesterday, and 
announced that the Commission would be 
established without delay. He has decided 
to confine its personnel to members of the 
Free State Parliament, and has secured 
the services of Professor Magennis as 
Chairman. The terms of reference will 
be very comprehensive, and will. enable 
the Commission to examine not only 
the problem of local government in 
the City. of Dublin and its surround- 
ing townships, but also all such 
allied problems as transport and_ public 
ntility services which affect the general 
health and welfare of the population. The 


ment, of which Senator Moran is Cliair- 
man, proposes to establish a number of 
voluntary committees which will act in 
an advisory capacity to the Commission. 
Invitations will be issued immediately to 
men of expert knowledge of such subjects 
as finance, housing and transport, and 
evidence w:ll be collated from all the best 
sources in regard to the development of 
municipal government throughout the 
world. We are very glad that the 
Government, has decided to investigate 
the matter thoroughly; and we con- 
gratulate the Committee of the Greater 
Dublin Movement on this result of its 
persevering labours. Dublin is a city 
which lends itself admirably to. civic ex- 
pansion. In the eighteenth century it 
was famous in Europe as a centre of 
social and artistic culture. Even to-day 
some of its streets bear melancholy 
witness to its former grandeur, and there 
are traces of that distinctive character 
which transforms a mere city into a 
national capital. Since the railway train 
and the steamship have broncht. Dublin 
within eight hours’ journey of London, 
however, it has lost a great deal of its 
individuality. Bad architecture, bad 
municipal government and an almost 
complete lack of civic pride among its 
people have combined to “ provincialise” 
the city of Swift, of Grattan and of Moore; 
and the plain truth is that during the 
last twenty-five vears Dublin’s best 
thoroughfares have been degenerating into 
vulgar imitations of cheap “ modern” 
streets. There has been no central plan. 
Modern Dublin, like Topsy in the story, has 
“just growed,’ and its growth has been 
haphazard and unformed. The new Com- 
mission has: splendid chance of repairing 
the errors of the past. A civic survey is 
an essential preliminary ofgany proper 
scheme of reconstruction.’ Furthermore, a 
check ought to be put to the erection of 
“gorgeous “buildings which disfigure the 
face of the city, and the plang for every 
new structure ought to be madegto 
conform to a general scheme of archi- 
tecture which will tend to make Dublin 
not only as beautiful, but as distinc- 
tive, as Stockholm or Helsingiors. No 
lover of Dublin is anxious that his city 
shall be brought “up to date” in the 
sense in which Berlin, for instance, is “ up 
to date ”; but its decaying beauties can be 
revived Wy a well organised scheme of 
artistic reconstruction, and Dublin can be 
restored to its old position as one of the 
finest capitals of Europe. 


Irish Roads. 


Mr. Gosling, the British Minister for 
Transport, announced yesterday that the 
Government proposed to allocate im- 
mediately one million pounds towards the 
improvement of important rural roads in 
England, In reply to a question he said 
that provision had been made already for 
the improvement of roads in Scotland. 
The Irish Free State, however, whose need 
i. far greater, must wait—perhaps, for an 
indefinite period. To say that the roads 
in the Free State are bad is to describe 
the situation inadequately, and, indeed, 
the attempt to find a suitable adjective 
must be abandoned in despair. The roads 
around Dublin are sufficiently indifferent, 
on the average, to provoke harsh criticism 
from visitors who have had experience of 
the highways of other civilised countries. 
To the visitor from any other part of -the 
Free State the roads near Dublin are 
als> a source of comment—but on account 
of their relative superiority. In many 
of the country places the roads are barely 
passable for motor vehicles, When a 
member of the medical profession decides 
to go to prison in order to support his 
claim that the roads in his neighbourhood 
are the worst in the country, matters 
certainly have reached a parlous state. 
Perhaps, the County Longford roads are 
the worst in Ireland but the jails sobn 
will be full if the Longford doctor's 
example is followed widely. Yet motorists 
are taxed more heavily in the Free State 
than in any other part of.the British 
Isles, and the nominal] purpose of much

The Colonial Secretary, speaking for the 
Government, was quite willing that the 
matter should be decided by .a free vote of 
the House, but he made it plain that the 
Ministry, as a Ministry, would vote against 
the resolutions. He conceived that there 
might be some disappointment in the 
Dominions at the fact that the resolutions 
had not been ratified, but, after all, this was 
a matter which chiefly concerned the late Go- 
vernment, who, having undertaken to carry 
the resolutions through, failed to secure the 
necessary mandate at the general election. In 
dealing with these preference questions, said 
Mr. Theane; we had our own population to 
consider, and there was the further point that 
it would be contrary ta democratic principles 
that a Government should be bound by. the 
action of its predecessors. 

Sir John Simon strong! objected to any 
tinkering with the principle upon which our 
trade had been built-up. In order, he said, 
to give the Dominions any effective prefer- 
ence, we should have to increase existing food 
duties and impose new ones, and, notwith- 
standing all that. had been urged en the other 
side, he still held to the opinion that prefer- 
ences, instead of promoting Imperial unity, 
were much more likely to create discord. 

UNINSPIRING DEBATE. 

The subsequent debate was very uninspir- 
ing. Members seemed to find it difficult to 
speak eloquently.on such topics as dried fruits, 
canned salmon, and so on; though there was 
something very refreshing in the mere men- 
tion of lime and lemon juices. The discussion 
was left to a mere handful of members, and 
at 8 o’clock the attendance had dwindled to 
such a degree that Mr. Collins, the Liberal 
member for Walsall, thought it would be de- 
sirable to whip u the flagging energies of the 
Opposition by calling a count. There was ro 
rush of members into the Chamber, and the 
allotted interval had nearly passed before the 
necessary quoram of forty was ticked off by 
the Speaker. 

It remained for Dr. Haden Guest, the 
Labour member for North Southwark, to re- 
lieve the dulness of the debate. 
full evening dress, he evoked the enthusiastic 
cheers of the Conservatives by his whole- 
hearted championship of Imperial Preference. 
Every sentence, declaring the necessity for 
strengthening the bonds of Empire, was 
warmly applauded by the Opposition, and 
when he sat down Captain Wedgwood Benn 
congratulated him on having achieved a suc- 
cexs in the eyes of his political opponents, 
which no previous speaker had been able to 
secure. Dr. Guest, commenting upon the fact 
that there had been no alternative proposals 
from the Government bench, or even from 
the Liberals below the gangway, expressed 
the opinion that we could not face the perils 
that were coming with the purely negative 
policy of Free Trade. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn, who, of course, 
was an uncompromising Free Trader, con- 
sidered that Dr. Guest's views had clearly 
shown that certain of the Socialists had more 
in common with the Tories than with the 
Liberal Party. 

Major Tryon concluded the first part of the 
debate on behalf of the Opposition, and 
Colonel Wedgwood having replied, further 
discussion was adjourned until to-morrow.

CAUSE OF MUTINY. 
ACTIVITIES OF A SECRET | 

i SOCIETY. 

Reporting on the “' facts and matters which 
have caused or led up to the late mutiny,” 
the Committee says :— 

5. In our opinion the evidence presented to 
us has established the following tacts, all of 
which caused or led up to the late mutiny :'— 

6. That the organisation which brought 
about, and many members of which joined in, 
the late mutiny was in existence, at least in 
embryo, before the outbreak of the civil war, 
and that many of the officers who mutinied, 
and of those who encouraged and abetted 
them, had become a problem to General 
Collins before his death in August, 1922. 

7. That after the event. they drew more 
and more closely together for the furtherance 
of their own objects, which were partly per- 
sonal and partly political. 

8. That the organisation of which they were 
members did not regard the Army as a non- 
political servant of the State, but as an engine 
to be used, if necessary, and to be kept in a 
condition to be used for the purpose of ob- 
taining personal and political objectives. 

8. That they contemplated the use of the 
Army, so controlled, for the purpose of im- 
posing their views upon the Civil Govern- 
ment, 

10. That, in furtherance of their objects they 
regarded it as essential that the Army should 
be officered or controlled by men of, or in 
her pny | with, their views, and especially 
that ex-British officers should be eliminated, 
and both these objects are prominently ad- 
vanced in the documents emanating from the 
group or organisation, and the expressions 
used by their spokesmen at interviews. 

11. That the complaint put forward by many 
of those who were concerned in the mutiny 
was, not that they had not office, but that 
they had not power in the Army. 

12. That the group acted more or less in 
concert; that they were not in general amen- 
able to discipline, and that some, at least, of 
the individuals who composed it were not 
qualified for the positions’ which they con- 
sidered they should. receive. 

13. They attempted to dictate to G.H.Q. and 
to the Government upon Army administra- 
tion, putting forward claims as a group, and 
relying upon their organised force in support 
of their contentions. 

14. That their objects, and the methods by 
which they desired and attempted to achieve 
them, were wholly incompatible with discip- 
line and the obedience which an Army must 
render to the Government of any Constitu- 
tional State.

MINISTER’S LETTER.

A Chara,—Following our discussion of the 23rd 
instant, and in reply to your communication of 
the 25th instant, which reached me to-day, this 
note will assure you that: 

(1) I am quite prepared to deal directly at 
any time with any three representatives of 
those I have recently met for the considera- 
tion of any representations they may wish 
to make on “matters which are considered 
vital to the progress of the Army on national 
lines with a view to the complete inde- 
pendence of Ireland “—it being understood 
that this is, of necessity, a personal and 
private arrangement, and not indicative of 
sectionalism of any kind in the Army. , 

(2) 1 am quite prepared to see any individual 
of those I have already met who may wish 
to make representations in this matter, 

(3) And that I am quite prepared, after the 
recent discussion, to accredit all concerned 
with “having absolute honesty of purpose 
and ideals.” 

I have seen sufficient disasier brought about 
by isolation and misunderstanding to be deter- 
mined not to leave anything undone that may 
be possible on my part, to prevent either one or 
the other coming between men whose co-operation 
have made the present position of the country 
possible.

“ He held no further communication with 
them, and did not reply to the representation 
which was put forward on their behalf. 

19. The first overt act of the mutiny was 
the refusal of a number of officers to accept 
demobilisation papers at the Curragh, and 
the other events all followed thereon, 

“These officers were courtmartialled and 
sentenced to-dismissal, but the decision of 
the courtmartial was quashed upon a technical 
ground. A new courtmartial was directed, 
which would almost inevitably have pro- 
nounced a similar decision to that arrived at 
by the former one, but instead of permitting 
it to proceed, the mutinous officers were per- 
suaded or permitted to accept their de- 
mobilisation papers. In our opinion, this 
cannot be said to have caused or led up to a 
mutiny which had already commenced, but 
it may have influenced subsequent mutineers 
by | mire. the impression that mutinous 
conduct would not, be severely punished. 


DISCIPLINE. 
“ STEADY IMPROVEMENT.” 


In the second part of the terms of reference 
the Committee was asked ‘‘ to report upon 
discipline generally, and, as incident thereto, 
to report upon several subordinate matters 
which are specified as examples of circum- 
stances which do, or may, adversely affect dis- 
cipline.”” In this connection, it says :— 

20.The general state of discipline in the Army 
appears to be fairly satisfactory, and, wit 
the exception of a small outbreak of indis- 
cipline immediately after the cessation of hos- 
tilities, not unnatural in the circumstances, 
there appears to have been a steady improve- 
ment both in discipline and efficiency from 
the formation of the Army down to the pre- 
sent date. 

21. There was a feeling prevalent in some 

uarters that efficiency was not a predominant 
actor in deciding questions of promotion or 
retention, while others considered that suffi- 
cient weight was not given to pre-Truce ser- 
vice. These suspicions Jed to slackness and 
indiscipline. 

22. The existence of secret societies, factions 
and political. organisations undoubtedly did 
affect discipline among officers, especially by 
undermining the confidence of Army officers 
in the impartiality of their superiors. The 
mere existence of such suspicion, whether well- 
founded or not, is antagonistic to the welfare 
of any institution, especially one which de- 
pends upon personal discipline, and we are 
strongly of opinion that the attestation of all 
officers and ‘soldiers should include a declara- 
tion similar to that at present demanded from 
a Civic Guard.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

There was no mistaking the attitude of the 
Chamber when M. Herriot rose to-day to 
read the usual. message from the new Fresi- 
dent of the Republic. The Left stood up and 
gree him with prolonged cheering. The 
Upposition sat in absolute silence. ‘ihe read- 
ing of M. Doumeigue’s message was many 
times interrupted by applause, and this was 
most marked at his references to Germany. 

The Experts’ report, he “said,“ seemed to 
promise-an early solution of the Reparations 
problem, but the conciliatory spirit of France 
must not allow her to relax her vigilance or 
to relinquish the control given her by the 
Treaties on a Germany prepared for revenge 
instead: of seeking to keep the promises 
signed by her. 

M. Herriot devoted his Ministerial state- 
ment, first to domestic policy, and then to 
the relations of France abroad. 

He began by announcing that the French 
Army was to re-organised, and the term 
of military service reduced. This was fol- 
lowed immediately, however, ‘by an unmis- 
takable warning. His Government, said M. 
Herriot, would defend the ‘Treaty rights of 
France. France had a right to reparations, 
and she asked for them in the name of justice. 
Nevertheless, as soon as Germany came. into 
line in regard to reparations, and to France's 
security, her entry into the League of Nations 
would depend on herself alone. 

“ We are hostile,”’ continued M. Poinearé’s 
successor, “to the policy of isolation and of 
force, w..ich leads to occupations and territorial 


pledges, but, seeing the actual condition of 


Germany, and the necessity of protecting 
France and other peoples against the new 
Ofiensive on the part of Nationalists and 
Germanism, we do not believe it is 
possible to evacuate the Ruhr before the 
pledges provided for by the experts have been 
received. 

“ In the interests of peace, we think also 
that the disarmament of Germany must be 
supervised by the common effort of the Allies, 
and, as soon as possible, by the action of the 
League of Nations. We shall have to solve 
the problem of security by guarantees, under 
control of the League. 

In another passage, M. Herriot said that 
the Government would do all that in them lay 
to fortify the League, and they would en- 
deavour to strengthen the bond between 
Fiance and her Allies and friends. 

“We shall strive to understand their 
interests and their needs, and ask them to 
understand ours; We shall prove France's 
loyalty and desire for peace so thoroughly 
that they will agree with us to assure those 
guarantees of security proposed in the 
experts’ reports, 

In a short passage, M. Herriot made known 
that he was preparing to resume relations 
with Russia. He spoke sympathetically of the 
Russian people’s sufferings in the war, but 
was less — upon this subject than upon 
others. There is no doubt he will wish to 
learn from Mr. Macdonald what was the 
course of the Anglo-Russian negotiations in 
London. 

It is buair that the reduction of military 
service to be proposed to the Chamber will be 
to one year from the present eighteen months. 
Other measures announced were :— ' 

Withdrawal of the Embassy from the 
Vatican (which provoked violent protest 
from a section of the Right). 

A general amnesty (from which traitors and 
incorrigibles will be excluded).

The permission to civil servants to combine 
in trade unions and professional associa- 
tions. 

Reform of the electoral law, 

Return to ‘the single-member constituency. 

Alsace and Lorraine to become French de- 
partments, with the general application 
of the French laws. 

Old age and sickness pensions. 

Secondary education to be thrown open to 

children, 

The Premier realises that the carrying out 
of such a programme must meet with many 
difficulties, and that withe:tt financial reform 
it cannot be carried out at all. 

His Government, said, would proceed 
first of all. to a rigorous stecktaking, which 
must be accomplished before its first Budget 
was introduced. Equilibrium would be main- 
tained ; new checks would be put on expendi- 
ture; and income tax, properly applied, wourd 
be made the foundation of a truly democratic 
system of taxation. 

With the next Budget direct taxation would 
be readjusted in such a way as to lighten 
the burdens on foodstuffs and to give 
stability to the resources of the Preasury ; 
the floating debt would be reduced, and the 
public would be asked to subscribe to a com- 
prehensive scheme of consolidation.

REPLY TO CRITICISMS OF 
INTERMEDIATE RULES, 


The Free State Ministry of Education has 


issued the following statement :— 


“The attacks on the provision for Irish 
in the Intermediate Rules and Regulations’ for 
1924-25 are directed against two sections— 
(1) the section that provides a bonus for the 
teaching of other subjects through Irish, and 
(2) the section that states that it is the in- 
tention of the Minister of Education that 

ish should be a compulsory subject for the 
Intermediate Certificate four years hence. - 

“The argument used against these sections 


is that they mean the penalising of Protestant 


schools. is argument, when examined, will 
be found to be of little weight, since most 
of the Protestant Intermediate schools teach 
Irish at present, and the fact that Irish is a 
compulsory subject for the Civil Service Com- 
mission examinations means that in a year or 
two all will have to teach it, apart from any 
Intermediate regulations, unless they intend 
to penalise their pupils who seek positions 
in the Civil Service of the Free State. 
ACCEPTING FACTS. 

“The Intermediate Regulations merely 
sag MET to accept existing facts, and in order 
to do this in a manner that will be absolutely 
fair to all, they give the: very. ample period 
of four years’ notice beforehand to the very 
few Protestant schools that have not yet -in- 
troduced Irish into their curriculum. Lon 
before then the compulsory Irish in the Civil 
Service examinations, and elsewhere, will 
have induced all Protestant, schools to teach 
Irish, unless they intend to bring up all their 
pupils purely for export to England and else- 
where. The Intermediate Regulations 'do not 
propose, even in four years’ time, to go as far 
as the Civil Service Commission examinations 
do already, for the latter make Irish compul- 
sory at every grade of examination— 
Primary, Intermediate, Secondary, and 
University—whereas the Intermediate Re- 
gulations for examination only pro- 

ose to make Irish compulsory for the 
ntermediate Leaving Certificate examination 
at the age of 16, and leave, the candidates for 
the Senior Leaving Certificate examination 
free to take it or not, as they choose. 

“This outcry against the proposal to make 
Irish a necessary subject in Irish schools, after 
the fullest and fairest notice, is all the more 
extraordinary, since it comes from a group 
of people who have hitherto accepted gladly 
all sorts of other compulsory subjects in the 
old Intermediate examinations, and in the 
Universities, without the slightest protest, 
and whose objection to compulsion is expressed 
only when it is a question of Irish ee . put 
on a level with other compulsory subjects 
in Irish schools, after the fullest notice given 
to everybody. 

A THREE YEARS’ OPPORTUNITY.

these provisions have three years in which to 
prove to the Irish people that, while it is 
right and proper that Dublin University 
should compel Irish boys and girls to take 
English me English, history; and Latin. and 
mathematics, etc., before they are permitted 
to matriculate, and so become eligible for its 
degrees, distinctions and money awards, it 
would be quite mnnatural that the same 
students should, at any stage of their Inter- 
mediate course, be required by an Irish Go- 
vernment to obtain some knowledge of the 
Irish language, which is one of the official 
languages. of their country. 

THE BONUS QUESTION. 

“As regards the giving of a bonus for the 
teaching of subjects through Irish, it has been 
the constant practice of Educational Depart- 
ments, University . Colleges, etc., here and 
elsewhere, to give a bonus for the encourage- 
ment of special ee in schools and 
colleges. There seems no reason why an Irish 
Government should not give such a bonus for 
the revival of the Irish language. 

“Very few schools, Catholic or Protestant, 
will, however, get this bonus for the present, 
since, before any school can be admitted into 
the groups A and B of schools that are 
eligible for the bonus, it will have to pass 
a very strict test in Irish, and in the qualifica- 
tions of its teachers to teach subjects through 
Irish, and in the capacity of its ‘at, to 
receive instruction thiough that language. 
Very few schools will be able to pass such a 
test for many years to come. 

“If a Protestant school wishes to belong 
to one of the groups that specialises“in teach- 
ing subjects through Irish, there is no obstacle 
whatever in its way. In fact, it is very likely 
that in a few years these groups will contain 
their due proportion of Protestant schools. 


THE NEW PROGRAMME FOR 
SECONDARY SCHOOLS, 


A HEADMASTER’S PROTEST, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The new programme for secondary 
schools involves some very material changes 
which should claim the serious consideration 
not only of the teaching profession, but also 
of every Irishman of intelligence who is con- 
cerned for the development and progress of 
his country. It has, indeed, many merits as 
compared with the old “ Intermediate.” - It 
abolishes payment of “ results fees,” it gps 
reduces the unwieldy system of public ex- 
aminations, and it gives the schools greater 
freedom and scope for initiative in the choice 
ef courses and grading of pupils. But it has 
also what seem to many of us to be grave 
defects—so grave, indeed, that it must be a 
matter for the consideration of some schools 
whether they will remain in the national 
secondary system at all or preserve their 
liberty by sacrificing financial assistance from 
the State. 

I have no wish to occupy your space by a 
detailed criticism of the prescribed courses. 
On the whole, they tend towards modern 
methods of teaching, in spite of a somewhat 
Ptolemaic attitude of regarding Ireland as the 
hub of the universe and of neglecting the fact 
that the Irish are cosmopolitan as well as 
national, and a power in other lands and 
governments than our own. So I shall confine 
myself to three main defects of the new 
proposals. 

In the first place, the use of the Irish 
language for instruction in all subjects is to 
be endowed by a 25 per cent. increase of 
grants. It is doubtful whether many schools 
will be able to claim this grant. It is 
still more doubtful whether the language 
will provide an adequate technical medium 
for advanced teaching in. say, science or 
philology or classical criticism or higher 
mathematics. Is it, for example, seriously 
proposed to publish Irish translations of all 
the leading text-books in these subjects, as 
used in the advanced classes of secondary 
schools for the benefit only of those. schools 
which elect to teach through Irish and only 
of those pupils in such schools who attain to 
advanced classes? It appears as if State 
endowment of the publishing trade will be 
inevitable. Furthermere, a pupil who has 
attained his knowledge of advanced subjects 
through the medium of Irish will be quite 
unable to pursue them at the universities 
unless a similar procedure is adopted for 
them. Even if this is found to be possible— 
a big “‘if’’—he will be obliged to confine 
himself entirély to Southern Ireland in his 
search for a professional career. 

Secondly, from 1928 onwards Irish is to be 
an essential subject for the certificaté examina- 
tions, and, from 1930, science. This “will 
mean that, from the latter year, the following 
subjects will be compulsory for secondary 
schools:—Trish, one ‘‘modern langvage™ 
(which will, presumably, be English in most 
cases), mathematics, history and geography, 
and science. All pupils presenting themselves 
for examination must learn all these, and then 
only will they be permitted to engage in such 
subsidiary and unimportant studies as French 
or German or Latin or Greek or commetce of 
music or drawing. We shall be virtually evt 
off from the stream of European culture and 
from the classical traditions which are the 
basis of modern civilisation “and the best 
corrective of its defects. © in, we must y 
can a School which has any educational prin- 
ciples consent to such a programme? - Science 
has a great atid increasing value in educa- 
tion—a value, perhaps, not so entirely cultural”

RELIGION IN THE 
SCHOOLS. 


NEW PROGRAMME IN 
NOTHERN IRELAND. 


The Northern Ministry .of Education has 
issued the new programme of instruction 
which will come into operation on the Ist. 
July, but should «this for, any reason be 
found impracticable in any school, its intro- 
diuiction will hot be obligatory until 1st July, 
1925. 

In a prefatory note under the head of 
‘‘Moral and Religious Instruction,” it 1s 
stated that religious instruction’ has in the 
past been given by teachers in the elementary 
schools in Northern Ireland. While the 
iving of such instruction is not, under the 
‘ducation Act, obligatory on the teachers, 
it is. in the opinion of the Ministry, desirable 
that teachers. who. have. no conscientious 
objection te giving religioug instruction should 
continue to do so. . . + It- is of the: 
utmost importante that all children. should 
be well grounded during their school career 
in the moral principles upon which the forma- 
tion of character and the proper training for 
the responsibilities of ‘life depend. 

The formation of good habits is one of 
the most important functions of an elementary | 
school, and in regard to this it should be 
borne in mind that example is far more 
potent than precept. A special responsibility, 
therefore, rests on the teachers, 

KINDNESS TO ANIMALS, 

An official commentary ou. the..new pro-, 
gramme says :— 

“The programme, as now revised, lays 
much more stress than heretofore upon what 
is described as ‘moral instruction '—i.e., the 
teaching of honour and truthfulness, of respect 
and consideration for others, of cheerful 
obedience to duty, and the formation of good 
habits and manners, with due regard for 
cleanliness and neatness. It also calls upon 
the teachers to instruct their pupils in the 
duty of kindness to animals, and it em- 
phasises the great importance of regular in- 
struction in ‘ temperance and hygiene,’ which 
has been given a place amongst the obligatory 
subjects. 

The Ministry believes that the time has 
come for a much more definite place for 
citizenship and economics in elementary school 
studies. In the sixth standard a well- 
written text book. on citizenship, and in the 
seventh standard a suitable elementary- text- 
book on economics must be studied, ! 

HISTORY AND IRISH. 

The division of the subjects of the pro- 
gramme into obligatory and optional is a 
much-needed improvement in view of 
reiterated complaints that the old programme 
was overloaded—e.g., history is now af 
optional subject. in primary schools. In view 
of the peculiar difficulty of teaching history in 
Ireland, as also of the well-entertained doubt 
of its suitability as a subject for elementary 
school instruction, this will probably not. be 
regarded as a loss, since citizenship has been 
retained and simple economics has come into 
the programme. | ab. 

Grammar, a somewhat. neglected -subject, 
has been given rather more’ prominence by 
being included, in very simple form, of 
course, in the programme of the third 
standard. 

The course in arithmetic has undergone 
some minor and useful r.odifications directed 
towards the introduction of simple money cal- 
culations, with which many of the pupils will 
already be familiar, at an eatlier stage than 
hitherto. 

In history, the programme has beén much 
altered, Empire and European history being 
now given a place in the course for the 
seventh standard. 

The course in geography has been modern-; 
ised to bring it into line with the most. recent 
development of ideas regarding the teaching 
of that branch, and this apphes also to the 
courses in Nature «study, physical science, 
singing, algebra, geometry, French and Latin.

A SUGGESTIVE DEBATE.

In a leading ‘article upon the first night of 
the debate in Parliament on Mr, Baldwin's re- 
solutions for fulfilling the Preference pro- 
posals of last year’s Imperial Conference, 
The Times observes:—In much of Mr. 
Thomas's speech it really seemed as if his 
heart was not in his case. When he argued 
that it was anti-democratic and inconsistent 
with our ‘Constitution to suggest that a 
Government could bind its successors, he was, 
of coursé,*asserting an irrelevant truism for 
the controversial ends of party. But he 
showed a sense of realities when he said that it 
would be a griévous error to treat the question 
under debate as “a sort of debit and credit 
account,” and when he recalled how all parties 
of the Empire rallied tothe Mother Country in 
the war. He showed a much truer sense of 
Dominion sentiment. when he asked the House 
to consider tFe hardships imposed upon 
Dominion statesmen ‘by the existing Con- 
ference system than when he quoted carefully 
selected patsages from Dominion politicians 
to prove that the Dominions attend to their 
own interests in their fiscal policy. Of course 
they do. ‘ That has never been denied. What 
is denied very’ vehemently by the Dominions, 
and with conviction by multitudes at hame, is 
that these interests are conflicting and _ in- 
compatible. 

After reférring tO the speech of Sir John 
Simon, who besought the Labour Government 
not to leave the ‘patient oxen’’ without 
guidance, Zhe .Times proceeds:—It will be 
very interesting in these circumstances to see 
what Mr. Lloyd George, the coiner of that 
phrase and of many others descriptive of the 
attitude of Labour towards Liberalism 
a few months ago, will himseli have 
to say upon the subject which in 1917 
he made peculiarly his own. When he wes 
given thé Freedom of ‘the Citv in April of 
that vear he spoke of it in words which show 
a true and lofty conception of its grandeur 
and of ‘its urgency. He looked beyond the 
terrible dangers which then hung over us to 
thé feconatfuction which was in the future. 
He called upon us to undertake it with the 
large avid ‘provident generosity so high a task 
demands. He prayed that we should not 
approach it by “diving into the pigeon-holes 
ol any party for dust-laden precedents and 
programmes.” We should be. indeed, un- 
worthy, -he said, of “the great destiny to 
which Providence had called"’ us if we 
“threw all that away for the sake of any 
formulas, that were framed before the Flood.”’ 
It is consoling, at all events, to know that 
there are some supporters and allies of the 
tesa Government who have learned the 
esson that Mr. Lloyd George was preaching 
so eloquently so short a time ago. They are 
not prepared, as one Labour member said to- 
day, “to follow at the tail end of an orthodox 
free import procession.”’

INQUIRY. | 


THE TERMS OF REFERENCE, 


The Free State Minister of Local Govern- 
ment and Health received a deputation from 
the Greater Dublin Reconstruction Movement 
at Government. Buildings yesterday. The 
deputation consisted of bhaiá James Moran 
(President), Mr. W. Mills Forsyth (Chairman), 
Mr. . Charles McGlougalin (Hon. Treasurer), 
and Mr. E. A. Aston (Hon, Secretary) of the 
movement. 


referred to his statement published some 
months ago, in which he promised to consider 
the case then gus in support of the 
request for a Commission of Inquiry into 
local government and allied problems in the 
City and County of Dublin. He also referred 
to his statement, made upon the second- 
reading debate on the Local Government Bill 
(1924), in which he accepted the general 
principle of the proposal that the local affairs 
of Dublin City and County should be te- 
ferred to a Special Commission of Inquiry for 
examination and report. 
CHAIRMAN OF COMMISSION, 

Having considered various alternative 
methods of constituting the Commission, he 
had arrived at the conclusion that it should 
consist of members of the Oireachtas. In- 
vitations to sit upon the Commission had been 
issued to certain Deputies and Senators. and 
he was glad to be able to announce that 
Professor Magennis, M.P., had agreed to 
undertake a very onerous and difficult public 
duty by acting as Chairman of the Commis- 
sion. ery careful consideration had been 
given to the terms of reference of the Com- 
mission, and it had been decided that they 
should be wide enough to authorise the Com- 
missioners to examine the whole question of 
local government in the City and County of 
Dublin, including such general public-utility 
services as might affect the welfare and 
health of the citizens. 

The actual terms of reference would be — 
‘To examine the several laws and the prac 
tuwe affecting the administration of local and 
public-utility services, including local repre 
sentation and taxation, throughout the capital 
City of Dublin and the County (including the 
urban districts) of Dublin, and to recommend 
such changes as may be desirable.”’ 

AN ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 

Senator Moran, on behalf of the deputation, 
thanked the Minister for his statement, and 
said that the Committee of the Greater Dub- 
lin movement had considered in what way 
they could most effectively assist the Com- 
mission in its efforts to grapple with a prob- 
lem the solution of which was twenty-five 
years overdue Already préliminary steps 
had been taken to constitute voluntary ad- 
visory committees to prepare evidence and 
frame definite proposals for consideration by 
the Commission. Invitations would be issued 
at once to leading citizens and to recognised 
experts in such matters as finance, housing, 
transport and other public services, to act 
upon these advisory committees. Evidence 
would also be prepared as to modern develop- 
ments ef municipal government in various 
parts of the world. - 

The Minister expressed his satisfaction that 
such voluntary assistance would be forthcom- 
mg. He desired to emphasise the fact that 
Dublin is the State capital, and that its wel- 
fare is the special interest of all citizens of 
the Free State. He hoped, therefore, that 
the. proceedings of the Commission. would 
evoke the livelv interest and assistance of the 
citizens of Dublin itself, and of all who 
wished to contribute their quota towards 
national security and development. 


DESERVING DUBLIN 
CHARITY. 


ASYLUM, LEESON 
STREET. 

Speaking yesterday atthe Magdalen Asylum, 
Lower Leeson street, Dublin. on the occasion 
ot the annual “Gift Day,” the Bishop of 
Tuam declared that very little support was 
given to institutions like theirs by the 
country parishes, but he was glad to pay 
tribute to the generosity of the Dublin people, 
who usually put their hands more gó s into 
their pockets than did others. The institution 
was particularly deserving of support, in view 
of the fact that it was the only Church of 
Ireland institution of its kind in the Free 
State. 

An account of the work done in the Shelter 
at James's street was given by Miss Bell, the 
honorary secretary. The Shelter, she said, 
had been opened 23 vears. A feature of it 
was the number of girls they had from work- 
rooms in the city. 

Dr. Ella Webb urged that an institution like 
the Magdalen Asylum, which was being run on 
such admirable lines, was very well worthy 
of their support. One of the best things that 
the institution had done was to introduce an 
arrangement to allow children to stay with 
their mothers for a certain number of months. 
She could not sufficiently impress upon them 
the appalling fate of illegitimate children who 
were sent out to nurse. 

“A great many people,” continued Dr 
Webb, “ are always asking: What is the good 
of keeping these children alive’ I quite agree 
that it would be a creat deal kinder to 
strangle these children at birth thén to put 
them out to nurse.” If the children 
ordinary decent care, they did well. 

On the motion of Mr. Phillips, a vote of 
thanks was passed to the Bishop for presiding, 
and to the speakers for their addresses. 

In addition to the reception of gifts, there 
was a sale of inmates’ work.

So far as he knew, the Committee found 
that there werestwo organieations—the I.R.A.

would not realise that after six weeks’ ex: 
amination of the situation the. Committee 
found that there were these twa organisations. 
_ Regarding paragraph 24, in respect to the 
(Juartermaster-General, he said that the late 
(Juartermaster-General had been made the 
butt of lics and rumours to a very consider- 
able extent by tongues in very high and very 
low places. There was no charge relevant to 
the inquiry made against him. Why was that 
sentence put in? What were the charges, if 
any, that were made against the Quarter- 
master-General’ The Quartermaster-General 
drew attention to a large number of these 
things, and the Committee, to his (Mr, Mul- 
cahy’s) recollection, told him that he should 
not worry about them. 

In the attempt made to-make a case against 
the Adjutant-General three disciplinary cases 
were ‘“‘trumped’’ up. There was, in 
addition to the Kenmare and Mavo 
cases——the Limerick case. Why was it, not 
mentioned there? Was it because the Limerick 
case came into his hands personally, and that 
some letters of his on the file would show: the

PUBLISH THE EVIDENCE. 


, He made these comments to show that the 
report. was misleading, and that the members 
of the Dail, and the public who wanted to 
know what was behind the recent happenings 
in the Army, should be given an opportunity 
of reading the evidence that had been given 
before the Committee, and the additional 
statement which the Chairman said that he 
had to make. 

With regard to his own letter to Major- 
General Tom Cullen, the Chairman of the 
Committee suggested to him (General Mul- 
eahy), in examination; that that letter had 
been. written by him in order to effect his 
return at the General Election of Angust, 
1923; and that the letter had been written 
to keep those officers off his track while the 
election was on, That gave him an idea of 
the mentality of the Chairman. Nevertheless, 
he said that what the-Chairman had written 
should be known to’ the Dail, because, what- 
ever had yet to be learned as the result of 
his action, or inaction, or want of j ent, 
it was to the benefit of the State that it 
should be learned. ‘(Hear, hear.) 

He rezretted that the evidence could not 
bé circulated and digested by the Dail for 
some tithe. It was three months since the 
three officers concerned in thig report had 
been removed. from -their positions, under 
circumstances which did not require now to 
be detailed. | 

He took it that the report, if critically and 
conscientiously ' examined, was -a- complete 
vindication of thoise officers; and he felt that 
tné members of the House would he satisfied 
tnat* what he said was right, and that justice 
would be done to those officers. He asked 
the President and the Executive Council to 
realise that these three officers had been taken 
from their positions for political reasons ; and 
he asked them to admit the importance of 
keeping the Army out of politics, and not to 
Create a situation that every new Administra- 
tion which came into office was to interfere 
with the personnel of the Army. 


THREE MOTIONS. 


He proposed to bring forward three motions

He suggested that, 
in all the é¢ircumstances of the past three 
months, the reputation of the Government for 
justice and dignity was bound up with the 
way in which they treated this particular 
matter. He wanted also to emphasise the 
fact that he had never dealt with this matter 
inside the parby. 

Since his resignation as Minister for De- 
fence he had’ not discussed the matter in 
party’ circles:, As a matter of fact he had 
not attended any party meetings, and be- 
lieved that by doing so he was discharging 
his duty loyally to the party and its members 
who had taken up some serious responsibilities 
since thé ‘election to the Dail. 


LEADER OF OPPOSITION. 


Mr, Johnson said it was wrong to approach 
the matter irom the point of view of the 
officers concerned. The report was one of an 
Army Inquiry Committee: to the Executive 
Council. That Council had submitted it to 
the Dail in an emasculated form. When the 
matter was raised he did not approve : the 
appointment of such a Committee for the pur- 
pose. Ít was appointed by the Executive 
Council and ‘reported to the Executive Council, 
which in its discretion submitted the report 
to the Dail. It was a Committee of Inquiry 
into the administration of the Army by the 
Executive Council. It was the Executive 
Couneil’ that was on trial, not the chief 
officers of the Army, “or any officer of the 
fnmy, and the report in so far as it reported 
anything in relation to the state of the Armv 
had reported on the: administration of the 
Army by the Executive Council—a colleétive 
body responsible for its government.

He had put it: to the Army inquiry, he 
believed: “ Do you want an indemnity to 
such an effect that an officer giving evidence 
there has got to be promoted to the top, on 
every occasion when an indemnity is to be 
given respecting him, ‘that he has to get a 
step up or he is not getting an indemnity! ”’ 
' He certainly repudiated any attempt at mis- 
leading or giving Wrong guidance or leaving 
any officer to understand that he ‘would get 
anything the Government were not going to 
deliver. He had made that perfectly clear to 
the Committee. 


LATE GENERAL COLLINS’S 


PROBLEM. 


Mr. McGrath, resuming, said that the 
findingss of the Committee, contained in Para- 
graphs 5 and 13, referred in the main to 
officers who were classed as mutineers. 
Naturally, he could say nothing about that, 
as the evidence in that case conid be of 
only one type, because of the failure of the 
officers themselves to appear before the Com. 
mittee. With regard to Paragraph 6 he 
would he very anxious to see the evidence on 
which that paragraph was based. ©! course, 
he was at a disadvantage because he did not 
give evidence. 

The problem that faced General Collins 
before his death was G.H.Q., and he had 
to leave and go into the Army because of the 
condition and the way G.H.Q. was going— 
a fact which was well known to the Executive 
Council at the time. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that, while he 
did not. propose to deal in detail with that 
umportant report, he desired to point out one 
cr two things. No one in the country need 
imagine or think that Deputy Mulcahy and 
the officers associated with him were not ab- 
solutely candid with the Committee. They 
were, they put all the evidence before it, and 
all documents were put in the Committee’s 
hands. He did not think it was of sufficient 
unportance to insert that in the report. 

With regard to paragraphs 24, 25 and 26, to 
which Deputy Mulcahy took éxception 
because of their form, he said that every 
report must be a combination of a number 
of views, and could not be as forcible as 
the view of one man; but in practice he 
saw very little difference between Deputy 
Mulcahy s formula and the report. 

The difficulty that confronted the Com- 
mittee was that they were called on to in- 
vestigate charges and there was nobody to 
make: those charges. The case for the prose- 
cution, if he might so put it, Was not formu- 
lated; while the case for the defence was 
put us strongly as possible with the assistance 
of counsel and solicitors, who had every 
advantage. That being so, he did not think 
the Committee could put it more strongly. 
‘No evidence put haloes us to justify the 
charges": seemed perfectly clear; there ‘was 
no evidence and no charge to answer. 

In. respect to paragraph 25, he knew .the 
charges were brought against the Quarter- 
master-General in relation to discipline in the 
Army, and not in relation to his genera! 
conduct, which had absolutely nothing to do 
with the Committee. They were appointed to 
investigate the circumstances that created the 
mutiny, and were not set up to investigate 
the whole.conduct and administration of the 
Army during the last two years, which would 
be a task, not for six weeks, but for six 
months. 


ACQUITTED OF CHARGES, 


Those, charges, such as they were, were 
not very serious ones, and he would say st 
ence that he did not know of any army jn 
which the fighting soldier did not grumble st 
the Q.M.G.'s department. No charge re- 
levant to the inquiry was made against the 
Q.M.G., and that was a plain statement of 
fact. The Committee intended these three 
paragraphs, 4, 5 and 6, to acquit these officers 
of the charges of muddling, mismanagement, 
and incompetence. 

Deputy Mulcahy took those three para- 
graphs as a complete vindication, but he 
could not have it both ways. These para- 
ba reflected the actual case. Deputy 
fulcahy made the point that none of the 
G.O.C."s were summoned to give evidence, 
If the deputy had wished to have any of 
the G.O.C.’s summoned he need only say 
so. They did make one application to sum- 
mon an officer, and he was at once sum- 
moned. : 

“Where any person gave them the smallest. 
indication that they. could get any evidenve 
of value from any individual officer they at 
once satisfied them. 

The. report was an honest representation. of 
the facts as they had come betore the Com- 
mittee. ' 
EXECUTIVE COUNCIL’S POSITION 

Mr. Baxter said. that he could not under- 
stand the position of the Executive Council 
in this. matter. . The President had said 
that they had not considered the report, but 
they: apparently had considered the evidence, 
and the evidence was not to be published. 
How could the members of the Dail discuss 
the report without having seen the evidence? 

Mr. Muleahy and Mr. McGrath had diffe- 
rent views, and how could the House judge 
between them without having read the evi- 
dence’ Was the Executive Council satisfied 
with the report—they had not yet considered 
it. He could not understand how the Com- 
mittee had expressed their views so concisely. 
(Laughter). Without the evidence a discus- 
sion on the subject would leave the Army in 
a greater muddle than it was before. 

Mr. McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, defended the Peport, and said that 
ha did not need to draw "ah the evidence 
which had come before the Committee in jus- 
tification of tt, There was no innuendo in 
the Report, as was alleged by Mr. Mulcahy, 
and the findings were stated. quite simply. 

Was it asked that they should. give a 
synopsis of the charges against the Quarter- 
master-General? The terms of reference were 
definite and entitled them to inquire into the 
matters dealt with. Mr. Jabnson had dis- 
claimed all knowledge of the Kenmare case. 

, Mr. Johnson—I on!y heard rumours. 

Mr. MeGilligan—That is sufficient, 

General Muleahy—For some people. 

Mr, McGilligan—People who dabble in 
secret societies must take the consequences. 


THE GUARANTEE. 


Mr. McGilligan, resuming, said. that 
Deputy Magrath. had prom to give names 
of people who would give evidence, but, 
although numerous letters were sent to the 
deputy and an indemnity guarantee was given 
in writing, there was no objection that the 
guatantee was not complete.

There 
was nothing peculiar about him. 

Witness said that Mr. Connell was above 


the average mentally. 

His Lordship—Prior to 1914 did you ever 
hear of him throwing his money to the men? 

Witness—No. He was charitable. 

He was not throwing pound notes about at 
the gate’ No. 

Walter W. Denholme, manager of the North 
Yard of Workman Clark’s, declared that Mr. 
Connell was about the best shipbuilder he 
had ever met and was of very high intellect. 
He thought that Mr. Connell was perfectly 
sane. 

Samuel J. Harcourt, managing clerk in the 
commercial department of Messrs. Workman 
Clark, said that he thought that Mr. Connell, 
who. was a man of great ability, but of short 
temper, was perfectly sane. 

A juror complained that all the witnesses 
from Workman Clark's did not seem to know 
anything about Mr Connell or about him 
going to the asylum. 

The Rev. John Redmond, Vicar of St. 
Patrick's, Ballymacarrett, said that he had 
known Mr. Connell since the summer of 1920, 
and had been associated with him in Church 
work and in the building of a mission hall 
and school. Mr. Connell superintended the 
work of erection, making valuable improve- 
ments, with the result that they were the best 
of three that he had erected. He saw Mr. 
Connell in court on Thursday last, and con- 
versed with him at lunch time, when he was 
perfectly normal. : 

A Juror—-Did vou 
private house’ Yes. 

Did you ever see anything that was un- 
usual? . Yes, I did. 

You might tell us. It was at the time 
he was abnormal, before being in Purdysburn 
in May, 1923. He had been allowed out, and 
became excited in the house, and damaged 
some furniture, I believe. 

Mr. Murphy, K.C.—That was in July, 1923, 

Witness—Yes, I forgot the date. 

Several other witnesses gave evidence of 
their belief that Mr. Connell was sane. 

The manager of the Mountpottinger branch 
of the Ulster Bank said that he thought that 
Mr. Connell was fit to manage his affairs. 

Mr. Robert Veitch said that he had seen 
Mr. Connell in the asylum. ‘‘I came away 
With the idea that if he was not sane there 
was a lot of people in Belfast who should 
be in with him.” (Laughter.)
